Larger Staff For County 
Jail Is Urged By State 
Inspector; Lucky' So Far 


Adams County “ must think of 
itself as a fifth or fourth class 
county as far as prison popula­ 
tion is concerned,” Ellis Martin, 
state prison inspector, told the 
Adams 
County 
commissioners 
Wednesday 
afternoon 
at 
their 
meeting in the court house. 
Noting that the local jail has 
had as high as 51 prisoners at one 
time, Martin told the commis­ 
sioners: “I don’t know why you 
have so many, but you do. Other 
seventh class counties have only a 
few prisoners. What may be all 
right in a seventh class county 
prison with but a handful of pris­ 
oners can prove very dangerous 
in Adams County with its large 
prison population.” 
Martin urged the commission­ 
ers to add to the staff at the jail 
in order to prevent future break­ 
outs such as occurred Decem­ 
ber 6. The state prison inspector 
held “Sheriff Miller is trying to 
do a good job, and the county 
generally is doing a good job 
in its prison operation, but you 
have been awfully lucky so far.” 


Need E x tra Man 
He particularly urged an ad­ 
ditional man between the hours 
of I o’clock and 7 o'clock when 
only the sheriff is around the pris­ 
on 
“Sheriffs can’t work 24 hours 
a 
day. You have a 
situation 
where you have maybe 20 or 
30 men in jail and the only per­ 
son in charge is the sheriff and 
he’s asleep in 
his apartment. 
Your system of having a trust­ 
ed prisoner serve as a ‘runner’ 
equipped with a bell to call the 
sheriff has worked well — you’ve 
had no trouble at all. But if the 
prisoners who escaped, and the 
runner who double crossed you 
had tried their escape at 2 o’clock 
in the morning they could have 
called the sheriff on one pretext 
or another and you could have 
had a dead sheriff and an empty 
prison. .As it stands now if a pris-

DARRAH AIDS 
EGN IN NAMING 
LAKE POWELL 


William C. Harrah, associate 
professor of biology at Gettys­ 
burg College, assisted in drafting 
a resolution which prompted the 
federal 
Board 
of 
Geographic 
Names recently to formally ac­ 
cept the name Lake Powell for an 
186-mile reservoir In Utah's Glen 
Canyon. 
The name makes the huge lake 
a memorial to Major John Wesley 
Powell, famous ruer explorer, 
scientist and a founder of the U.S. 
Geological Survey. Prof. Harrah, 
Major Powell’s chief biographer, 
was asked on the basis of his 
“knowledge of Major Powell’s ac­ 
tivities and accomplishments” to 
a d v a n c e arguments believed 
“especially valid” for the sug­ 
gested name. 
Utah's congressional delegation, 
state park commission and news- 
papers then submitted tile resolu­ 
tion to the Bureau of Reclamation, 
which made a formal recommen­ 
dation to the Geographic Names 
Board. Fred A. Seaton, secretary 
of the interior, made the name 
ofticial. 
The action “honored one of 
America’s great public servants," 
Harrah said today. 
Major Powell led two expedi­ 
tions down the Green and Colo­ 
rado Fivers in 1869 and 1871-72, 
mapping and naming most geo­ 
graphical features in the Glen 
Canyon region as well as many 
others over a vast area in Utah 
and Arizona. These “were the last 
great explorations through un­ 
known country in the continental 
United 
States 
and established 
firmly Major Powell’s ranking 
among the most daring and re­ 
sourceful of American explorers,” 
the resolution declared. 


SCHOOL BOARD 
MEETS JAN. 4 
ON VOTE ISSUE 


The Gettysburg Joint School 
board will hold a special meeting 
Monday evening. January 4, to 
reach a decision on whether vot­ 
ers in the Gettysburg Joint School 
district will be asked at the 
spring primary to vote in favor 
of changing to a merged school 
district. 
The decision to call a special 
meeting was reached by 19 Get­ 
tysburg Joint District directors 
Wednesday evening at the high 
school building here after a joint 
discussion with directors of the 
Littlestown and New Oxford join­ 
tures. 
A merger vote is being dis­ 
cussed in each joint district and 
indications 
Wednesday 
evening 
were that each joint board is 
ready to set the legal machinery 
in motion for merger votes. 
Not 
enough 
directors 
were 
present from the New Oxford and 
Littlestown jointures for a poll of 
their opinions but a straw vote 
among the 19 Gettysburg direc­ 
tors showed 16 in favor and three 
opposed to calling a special meet­ 
ing for the purpose of reaching a 
decision on the merger proposi­ 
tion. 
A w ait B oard Actions 
Supervising Principals Charles 
C. Taylor, of New Oxford, and 
Paul E. King. of Littlestown, said 
they believe a majority of their 
directors favor merger votes in 
those two jointures but said final 
decision on the matter will have 
to await board meetings. 
Although only 19 of the Get­ 
tysburg Jointure's 37 directors 
were present, each district board 
was represented. 
The three jointures are con­ 
sidering independent m e r g e r 
votes. Because several townships 
are “split” between the three join­ 
tures under the present setup, it 
was felt that advantages might 
result if all three held merger 
votes at the same time. Three 
mergers could result. There is no 
plan to combine the three join­ 
tures into a single merged district. 
lf the votes are held at the 
April primary and'if voters ap­ 
prove. the new merger setups 
would go into operation next July 
I, it was explained. Assistant

The measure, backed by Gov. 
Lawrence, would ban billboards 
within 660 feet of interstate 
roads.

The subsidy— 1 2 of I per cent 
of the federal cost of the inter­ 
state roads—has been proposed 
for states passing effective con­ 
trols on roadside advertising.

WITH EISENHOWER AT SEA 
iAP)—President Eisenhower re­ 
ceived the cheers of thousands of 
Tunisians today and 
discussed 
with President Habib Bourguiba 
the war in Algeria. He then re­ 
sumed 
his voyage to Toulon, 
France, aboard the U. S. cruiser 
Des Moines. 
White House secretary James 
C. Hagerty said the two presi­ 
dents in their Tunis meeting en­ 
dorsed French President Charles 
de Gaulle's proposals for ending 
the Algerian conflict by an offer 
of self - determination. 
Hagerty 
stressed that the two presidents 
did not seek to settle the conflict, 
leaving that to the Algerians and 
French themselves. 
A joint communique issued an 
hour after the President's brief 
visit said the two leaders agreed 
failure to achieve a solution in 
Algeria was of “grave concern.” 
H eiled By T housands 
“The achievement of self-deter- 


peopies is one (rf the most impor­ 
tant events of our times,” the 
communique said. 
Returning to the scene of his 
North African triumphs as a gen­ 
eral in World War II, Eisenhower 
was hailed by thousands of shout­ 
ing Tunisians as he landed at La 
Marsa, a Tunis suburb. 
A helicopter flew him from the 
Des Moines to the specially built 
landing spot only a few hundred 
yards 
from 
Bourguiba's 
white 
Morrisn-style palace.

Because the President was not 
scheduled to enter Tunis during 
his three-hour visit, hundreds of 
buses and trucks brought thou­ 
sands of spectators to La Marsa 
The watchword of Tunisia's rul­

him.” 
The crowds waved and cheered 
during the short parade to Bour­ 
guiba’s palace where the two men 
talked 
over 
a

annuation by African and Asian1 orca*!ast. 


Other crowds estimated at 200,- 
000—swarthy men in thick bur­ 
nooses and women in white robes 
—applauded, snouted and waved 
as the President drove the six 
miles to El Aouina airport and 
took off again in his nelicopter 
for the Des Moines, 
W alk, D onkeys, Bikes 
The crowds had come not only 
by truck and bus but by donkey, 
bicycle and afoot. 
The Neo Destour youth organi­ 
zation mobilized thousands of boys 
and girls in tightfitting red gym 
suits to line the route of the 
motorcade. 
Elsenhower shook hands warm­ 
ly with Bourguiba before boarding 
his helicopter while an army band 
played martial music. 
In a final gesture of friendship 
the two leaders linked arms and 
raised them together. 
Eisenhower’s 
helicopter came 
down at La Marsa at the wrong 
end of the specially prepared 
landing strip and Bourguiba had

ROME—Members of the Sacred 
Congregation of Rites, meeting in 
the presence of Pope John XXIII 
in the Vatican Palace Throne 
Room, this week cast their votes 
formally in approval of the heroic 
virtue of Mother Seton, the Mary­ 
land nun w’ho founded the Daugh­ 
ters of Charity of St. Joseph. 
A decree proclaiming Mother 
Seton “ venerable”—another pre­ 
liminary step in the process of 
beatification which may establish 
her as the first native-born saint 
of the United States in the Catho­ 
lic Church—will be read before the 
Pope Friday morning in the Hall 
of the Consistory.

Eight nuns of the order founded 
by Mother Seton and the vice 
postulator of her cause, the Rev. 
John P. McGowan, of Emmits­ 
burg, where Mother Seton estab­ 
lish her community, will be pres­ 
ent at the reading of the decree. 
Later the nuns will be presented 
to the Pope in a private audience.

CHICAGO (AP'—Police pressed 
their search today for the shotgun 
slayers of Roger Touhy, the no­ 
torious prohibition era gang lead­ 
er, who was slain from ambush 
Wednesday night. 
Police said they had no leads in 
connection with the slaying of the 
61-year-old Touhy who was cut 
down by six shotgun blasts by 
two assailants. 
His violent death came a few 
wees after his parole from State- 
ville Prison where he had served 
nearly 26 years for a kidnaping 
he said he did not commit. 
Seriously wounded in the shoot­ 
ing was Touhy’s companion, a re­ 
tired police sergeant. He said he 
believed he wounded one of the 
gunmen before he collapsed. 
Died In H ospital 
He died on the operating table 
in St. Anne’s Hospital after telling 
police he did not know the assas­ 
sins. 
Touhy, known as * The Terrible” 
during his gangland reign in the 
1920s, was shot aa he was about 


to enter the home of his sister, 
Ethel Alesia at 125 N. Lotus St. 
in the Austin district. 
With him was Walter Miller, 62, 
a retired police sergeant and a

witness 
at 
Touhy’s trial for the kidnaping of 
John Make the Barber* Factor, a 
onetime confidence man. Miller 
was seriously wounded in the bac 
and arms. His condition was re­ 
ported critical at Loretto Hospital. 
Miller fired several shots at the 
slayers before he collapsed. 
F acto r Q uestioned 
Factor, who lives in Beverly 
Hills, Calif., was in Chicago in 
connection with’h libel suit against 
Touhy. Told that Touhy had been 
Hied, he told a reporter; “I am 
very broken up about it. I hope 
they get the killer.” 
Factor said he was in a near 
North Side restaurant when he 
learned of the shooting.
